The Canada Post Office has turned 


thumbs down on envelopes smaller 
than 4 inches long by 2% inches 


wide. Originally the clamp-down was 
for October 1st but it has been ex- 
tended to February 1, 1956. The ex- 
cuse for this act of refusal is that the 
small envelopes can’t be cancelled by 
machine, The advancement of the 
shut-down probably was because of 
very little publicity having been giv- 
en before October Ist.

She wondered how the 
hostess would feel who had sent out 
invitations in the small envelopes for 
a dinner party, made preparations 
and when the day arrived had no 
guests because the P.O. had stopped 
forwarding small envelopes.

A man with a twinkle in his eye 
and a vast interest in the world’s 
millions of stamps, is Louis Lam- 
ouroux, president of the Canadian 
Philatelic Society. 

Mr. Lamouroux, who is makine a 
tour of the western provinces on be- 
half cf the society, paid a flying vis- 
it to Kamloops. 

And on his brief visit he took time 
out to call at the Kamloops Daily 
Scntinel to say how much he liked 
the city and how progressive was 
the Kamlocps Stamp Club. 

Mr. Lamouroux, who treats his 
hobby in a manner which indicates 
he runs it, and not the other way 
round, likes to mingle plenty of fun 
with the serious business of sorting 


Antigua Penny Puces from Ingrid 
blacks. 
One of the ways he gets fun is 


with a necktie he takes to all the 
places he attends philatelic convent- 
ions and meetings. And on this tie he 
gets stamped the town or city's post- 
age stamp cancellation mark com- 
plete with time, date and name. 

He said: “It’s really a lot of fun. 
Ive got the stamp of every place I've 
been to cn this tour, except Regina. 
That was a Sunday visit and the 
nost office was shut. Pity,” said Mr. 
Lamouroux, but brightened at the 


prospect of having Kamloons’ ean- 
cellation mark on his tie. For Mr. 
Lamouroux thinks Kamlocps quite 
something in the stamp collecting 
world. 

“It is the smallest place I have 


visited on this tour, for you under- 
stand I haven't had much time. But 
I just had to see the place because 
of the remarkable progress the stamp 
club has made since it was formed a 
short while ago. 

“I have met four of the club's lead- 
ing personalities today already and 
they are all go-ahead people, I can 
tell you. I certainly hope the club 
fulfills its early promise,” he said. 

He said that when he retires he 
and his wife may come to live in 
^«amloops, so much was he struck 
by this city. 

Asked if this was what he said at 
every place he visited. Mr. Lamcur- 
oux smiled and said: “No, Pll tell you 
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though, I'd like to live in Vancouver 
or Vietoria. I like a seaport. They're 
exciting. But I think my wife would 
ri ther live here. It’s drier. 

“And what the wife wants to do, 

do. | remember once I suggested 
we should live in Eurcpe when we re- 
tired so as to make my pension hold 
out better. But I was soon squashed 
on that, even though my wife is a 
eockney from London, England.” 

“So if she likes it here, then I 
ness we shall ecnsider retiring in 
Kamloons,” he said. 

Mr. Lamouroux has been collect- 
ine stamps for “only” 19 years, he 
says, but adds: 

“I was a boy collector of course. 
But when I joined the forces at the 
beeinning of the first werld war I 
sold mv collection. But I always 
looked at philatelists windows when- 
ever I saw them and at the first op- 
portunity I started again. Now I 
have been president of the Canadian 
Milatelists for three years. It just 
shows you what can happen.” 

Mr. Lamourou”, who was shown 
some of the sights of Kamloops and 
its environs, hy the Kamloops Stamp

eteni, spoke at a dinner held in his 
honour at the Leland Hotel.

Referring to our Boy Scout issue a 
remark in “Stamp Collecting” states 
that the stamp has been seen on 
"semi" oqaque paper with the design 
showing clearly through the back of 
the stamp.

Australia has just issued a new 
344d commemorative, a replica of the 
first stamp of South Australia, it is 
a very attractive item. It is suggest- 
ed in the London press that the Tas- 
manian 2/- stamp is one to be watch- 
ed. T note Gibbons has just raised this 
in the new reign catalog to 7/6. In 
Australia this issue is very scarce. A 
report from Australia is that the 
P.M.G. there will eut down on com- 
memoratives except these that are of 
historical interest. Since 1950 we 
have had some nice stamps from 
Australia and the only flop to my 
way of thinking was the Young 
Farmers Issue, which from the stand- 
noint of reproduction was disappoint- 
ing. 

Many cf us will look forward to a 
snecial issue of Scott's for Canadian 
stamps which may be issued next 
vear, this work is being got to- 
gether with the help of Mr. J. N. 
Sissons of Toronto, we will hope that 
net prices will be given and the idea 
of a nercentage off Scctt's prices can 
be squashed. 

With the new watermark coming in 
all issues of Great Britain it would 
pay collectors to get together in both 
mint and used all the stamps issued 
uv to the 1/6 of the Queen's reign. 
The new high value stamps just to 
hand are most attractive and should 
help censiderably to swell postal sales 
overseas, this is a point of view that 
all grouchers about pictorials in 
Great Britain should consider, apart 
from wonderful advertising the world 
over it should be remembered that 
any financial assistance to the coun-

try at this time is cf grave conse- 
quence. Too much piffle has been 
written regarding pictorial issues for 
the British Isles. 

The new issue from Singapore will 
attract a great many followers, the 
set consisting mostly of ships will 
appeal to all topical collectors. It is 
indeed a very cclorful and somewhat 
gaudy issue, but it is a fact that pres- 
ent day collectors want them. Į un- 
derstand that dealers everywhere 
have been selling this set heavily.

Gibbens part 1 and the 2 Reign cat- 
alogs have come to hand and in 
browsing through them it would ap- 
pear that prices other than those of 
a few issues have remained fairly 
steady with no outstanding advance.

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Plate Block Charlie Says: 


I had a nice letter frcm a chap in 
Montreal regarding my previous art- 
icle. 

It has been suggested that I must 
be a dealer to write what I did in that 
article. I am a collector only, trying 
to put together a decent collection of 
plate blocks, and having a good time 
while dcing so. I am having plenty of 
fun, plenty of trouble, and right now 
not a great deal of success. For the 


last three months I have put five 
plate blocks in my albums. I am 


speaking of the older issues, not the 
recent ones. With a want list fifty- 
two positicns long, and a pocket book 
fifty-two positions short, I'm going 
to be a long time completing. 

I'm starting this with a tough plate 
that has a catalogue value of $1.25 
per positicn. Take a walk down town, 
drop into your dealer, or any dealer, 
for a set of these. I will bet you do 
not get them. Ask him if he can let 
you have any position of this set, or 
rather plate. It is very doubtful if he 
can let you have even one position. 

Why should this plate have a cat- 
alog value of only $1.25 per posittion, 
when it cannot be had for two or three 
times that amount? What am I refer- 
ing to! Why, No. 235, P 3. If there is 
not a big increase on this one in the 
next catalogue, I shall be very much 
surprised. 

I think I sheuld spend a moment or 
two with the 1939 Royal Visit. First, 
don’t waste any time on the so-called 
impossibles, or rather improbables. It 
is very improbable that you will ever 
see one. As regards the other plates 
and positions, ycu do have a chance 
with these. I would suggest that any 
offer of these at eatalogue should be 
taken. I am referring to the filling in 
of those blank spaces in your album. 
] am also referring to the one-cent 
and three-cent values. With a catal- 
ogue value of $1.50 or more you may 
have just as much trouble with the 
one-cent value as you will have with 
the three-cent value. Believe me, you 
will find some tough ones here, and 
not at catalogue either. You can ex- 
pect to pay two or three times catal- 
logue for some of these. 

I am making a brief stop at No. 
253. Those little old elevator blocks 
may surprise you when you go after 


them. Get them now, if you can. 

And now for what I believe is one 
of the toughest of all plate blocks, 
Nc. 257 P 4, with plate 5 not too far 
behind. 

I have seen P 4 priced at better 
than three times catalogue. What 
hope have you and I got at these 
prices ? 

If you, dear reader, have any dup- 
licates of plate 4 just put an ad in 
cur great little magazine, “Popular 
Stamps”, but first let me know you 
are doing this so I may get my ap- 
plieation in early. 

Plate 5 will also prove a tough 
one to complete. If you can get these 
for anywhere near catalogue, grab 
them quick. That is if you have plen- 
tv of what I have not, which stuff, 
colored green, I do not have much of. 

I had a letter from a chap not.long 
ago who stated that when No. 257 
was in issue, he had quite a few of 
hoth P4 and P 5, but because of poor 
centering he gct rid of them, or I 
presume used them up for postage. 
What a shame! How I would like to 
have a set of these off-centered 
plates in my album, instead of what 
I have got—nothing—just blank 
spaces, An off-centered plate or pos- 
ition locks better in an elbum than 
no plate at all. 

Regarding the issues I have been 
speaking about, don’t turn down a 
position because it is a little bit off 
centre. You may not get a chance of 
a better one. 

Looking at the centering of the 
current issues, can you wonder at the 
centering of nearly twenty years 
ago? I am continually changing the 
positions of the current issues in my 
albums. I put the first position | get 
of a new plate in my album, and keep 
changing it till I have a first class 
copy. So don’t belittle those off-cen- 


tered plates of the older issues. I 
have plenty of them. 
There is one great difference in 


the collecting of plate blocks and the 
collecting of postage stamps. You 
can’t send to a dealer for a selection 
on approveal. You can give a dealer 
a list of plates and positions you 
need, and he will send them to you 
on approval, and of course expect 
ycu to take the majority of them, 
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The nearest thing to an approval 
selection is a Sales Circuit. If you 
belong to a Philatelic Society—and 
should—get on their circuit list, and 
let them know what you are inter- 
ested in. It will surprise you what 
can be had from these sales books, 
and quite reasonable too, in compar- 
ison to dealer prices. 

If you collect all values and 
plates, do not neglect those fifty-cent 
and dollar values. Get them while you 
can at today's prices, Never pass up 
a chance to buy what you know is a 
tough one. Scarce positions have no 
trouble finding an owner. One scarce 
position is worth far more than a 
host of easy-to-get ones. 

A good piece of advice is, when you 
contact a good dealer, stay with him. 
Be prompt in making your returns. 
Let him have your complete want 
list—a list he can leok at and under- 
stand. I sent my dealer one of those 
check lists put out by a dealer in the 
West. It took me quite a while to get 
it filled in, but all he has to do is 
glance at it, and he can tell instantly 
what I have and what I need. 

A dealer has no need to advertise 
tough ones. A few minutes checking 
and he knows who to send to. I mean 
just that. It will go to the collector 
who remits by return mail. If I get 
hold of anything from some one other 
than my dealer, I let him know what 
it is, so that he can check it off my 
want list. In that way he is not send- 
ing me blocks I already have. 

Perhaps I should call this one 
quits and save something for another 
day. 

Glad to have been with you. Cheer- 
io and good hunting.—P. B. Charlie. 








RARE STAMP FINDS 





Stories of the rare and unusual in 
the field of Canadian stamp collect- 
ing were told recently . by S. C. 
Nickle of Calgary, one of the guest 
speakers at the annual get-to-gether 
dinner held by the stamp clubs of 
Calgary and Edmonton at Red Deer. 
This was in conjunction with an ex- 
hibition of stamps, the third success- 
ive fall event of the kind, which also 
includes an auction. 


Mr. Nickle discussed imperforate 
and other early Canadian postal 


issues, delighting the keener students 
of stamps with his observations as to 
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shades, perforations and different 
papers. He illustrated his talk with 
frames containing 16 pages from his 
stamp collection, ranging from early 
stampless covers to airmail. One let- 
ter illustrated one of Canada’s pion- 
eer “pony express” routes, from 
Golden into the Upper Columbia Val- 
ley. It bore one of Western Canada's 
last local stamps, apart from comp- 
any airmail stamps. 

He displayed a letter-sheet from 
Halifax dated 1795, also a letter of 
1876 to Winnipeg. Some old items 
occasionally contain letters of hist- 
crical interest. He illustrated by 
quoting references to Mounted Police 
officer promotions as indicating 
early rivalry between Calgary and 
Edmonton. 

Mr. Niekle's display illustrated 
how plate blocks may comprise a new 
miniature sheet. Stamps often pro- 
vide nice “conversation pieces” he 
said, such as the “Weeping Princess” 
stamp by Canada, which has won 
wide emotional appeal. 

Dr, William Rowan of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, professor of zoology 
and natural life artist, talked of the 
whooping crane, and showed draw- 
ings in various stages which he pro- 
vided the Canada post office depart- 
ment. Their engravers used this in 
preducing the postage stamp, one of 
the wild life series. 

Members of the Calgary Philatelic 
Society and the Edmonton Stamp 
Club co-operated in the affair; Sid 
Richardson, president of the former, 
directing an auction of surplus ma- 
terial entered by the club members; 
and Fred N. Harris, president of the 
Edmonton grcup, presided over the 
dinner. 

Among spectators at the exhibition 
were several members of the three 
other clubs, the Oil City Stamp 
Club, Edmonton; the Calgary Stamp 


Club, Calgary; and the Red Deer 
Stamp Club.

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We have a letter from Mr. Hubert 
Lethaby, Victoria, B.C., we feel we 
should share with our readers. It fol- 
lows: 

Dear Sir, 
Re “Canada Jottings” 


I was much interested in this art- 
icle by Will Eye—his views are en- 
tirely endorsed by me. These over- 
prints are an excellent bet, and, as 
times run along, I think the prices 
will truly amaze a lot of collectors. I 
have made a point of securing blocks 
of four (or larger blocks) of all these 
items; the result very nearly a com- 
plete collection—close to three al- 
bums. [ made a point of obtaining a 
Plate block of 16 of O9, as well as 
other blocks (not plates) of the same 
stamp. The block is the lower right, 
but I advised a good friend to invest 
$8.00 on another Plate Block of the 
same stamp. He got it from Ottawa 
—perfectly centered—and, when the 
*Missing Dot" was discovered, I 
asked him to show me his block. By 
juck it contained this specialty. I 
wonder how many have the item in 
a block of 16. I thought the “G” Sur- 
charge (O27) was worth while, and 
managed to obtain the 4 matched cor- 
ners thereof. I also followed this up 
by trying to get a sheet of the same 
stamp at Ottawa. The Philatelic 
Agency was not able to do this, but 
sent me 50 in smaller blocks of Four 
(2) of eight and two blocks of 10. So 
far as oil is concerned I have a com- 
plete sheet cf 50, as well as all the 
matched corners, and a Plate Block 
of 16 (U.L.). In addition to all the 
lower values of the “G” (all corners 
fully complete) I have blocks of 16 in 
each case. The ten cents complete 
(both plates in matched corners) as 
well as a bleck of 16. The 14 cents, 
matched corners, with block of 16, 
and matched corners (2 plates) and 
the same remarks apply to all the 
others up-to-date on the same plan. 
The Dollar (025) is in matched cor- 
ners, as well as a bloek of 16. The 
First and Second Q.E. are all in my 
albums—blocks ef 16 and matched 
corners complete—all plates—the 
majority are in three complete sets. 

T have a matter of 50 album 
sheets of the “Perforated” items all 
types and conditions. Plates with 
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large and small blocks. All the Sur- 
charge “O.H.M.S.” are complete with 
the exception of Plates 49 and 50 (1 
missing in each case), which, like 
many thcusands of collectors, 1 would 
like to obtain. The 10 cent, 14 cents 
and 20 cents are all complete (all 
plates) with blocks of 16 each case, 
and the same remarks apply to the 
Airmail (Goose) and Special Deliv- 
ery. In the last mentioned, plate 
blocks of 16 and 29, in addition to the 
matched corner blocks. I was also 
able to obtain half sheets of the 10 
cents, 14 cents and 20 cents—and the 
Airmail—with the missing dots in 
each case. 1 have the two position 
plates of the 5 cents—missing dot 
items. It will be seen by the forego- 
ing that I have had considerable faith 
in these overprints, but I wculd also 
like to mention that the late Mr. 
Warren, dealer before his death, gave 
me every encouragement to complete 
the “positions”, and, by acting on his 
advice, mv album sheets are very 
close to 100% relative to these Of- 
ficials. Very truly yours. Hubert 
Lethaby. 

P.S.—I cverlooked mentioning the 
completeness of O10 Ferry matched 
corners. and a block of 16 UL; also 
011 “Oil” with block of 16, LL and 
the complete matched corners as well. 
I have a complete sheet of 50 of the 
latter item.

Now Jimmy was an enthusias- 
tic Philatelist and when he saw the 
dollar stamp on the wrapping paper 
and the two cent stamp on the card 
he lost no time in transferring them 
to his stamp album.
